Til, unable to continue to publish,! do, to the limit of my greatly reduced 
capability, continue to make a refiord for our hisitpry on what I regret the 
professional historians do not see or refer to as what the assassination of any 
president is, a de facto coup d'etat. I regard that as the greatst a/ subversions. 
And all the major media and most professional historians shun it!
